MONEY AND STOOKES. 

New York, April 3.—Money is irregular, 
but 7 per cent. in-coin is the leading rate for 
call loans,/ The bank statement is again un- 
favorable.

It is feported that the lst of April is named 
for the bank statements. Gold was rather 
brisk, under the confirmation of the report 
that Boutwell will anticipate the payment of 
the interest on the public debt, but that 
measure will bring very little gold on the 
street, but itis attended with a loss of iater- 
est. Bonds with coupons not due cut 
off cannot be negotiated oor used 
as security, and those who hold bonds in if- 
vestment will not of course surrender any 
moiety of the interest. Governments were 
active and buoyant. The anticipation of the 
interest upon them operated @s a favorable 
circumstance among many operators. North 
Carolina bonds recovered a portion of yester- 
day’s decline, but closeddull. Railway shares 
were very buoyant until the footing of the 
bank statement came out. New York 
Central and Rock Island led the advance. 
The former was favorably affecte1 by reports 
from Albany of the probable defeat of the pro 
rata scheme, and the‘success of efforts to pro- 
cure the legislation of the scrip dividend. At

FIRE IN FRANKFORT, 


Burning of Gaines, Berry & Co.'s 
Bonded Warehouse—3,500 barrels of 
Whisky Burned — Estimated Loss 
$350, s

Ateleven o’clock last night fire was dis- 
covered in the lower basement story of Gaines, 
Berry & Co.’s four story brick bonded ware- 
house, situated on the river bank, near the 
north end of the bridge. The alarm = 
giveu, and the steam engine was promptly o 
the spot, and had up steam in six minutes fro 
the first tap of the bell. 

Up to 3 o’clock, by the gallant exertions of 
the firemen and the excelient performance of 
the steam fire enginefthe fire was held some- 
what in check and confined to the first and 
second stories of the new portion of the 
warehouse, which was separated from the old 
by a double fire wall. There being during 
this time but little flame, many persons went 
home under the impre »ssion- that the flames 
sg be subdued with comparatively sinall 
Offs 

About three o’clock the fire seemed to take 
a fresh impetus,and in a short time had 
caught in the two upper stories. It then be- 
came apparent that the whole of the lower 
builcing would be consumed, and efforts 
yere aire cted to saving the other portion. 
About four o’clock, however, the flames for 
the first time broke through the windows and 
the roof, lighting up the surrounding dark- 
ness far and wide, and throwing off cinders in 
countiess numbers. The burning whisky ran 
from the bflilding into the river in a broad 
stream, which burnt with a bluish flame, and 
spread ltself far out in the river, while the

Life Insurance in New York. 

A bill is pending before the New York 
Legislature in regard to life insurance, in- 
volying an important point made in the 
case of policies forfeited by non-payment 
of premiums. The bill provides that non- 
payment on policies issued hereafter shall 
not work an absolute forfeiture, but that 
the policy shall be void only so far as fe- 
gards the right of the person insured to 
have it continued in force beyond a certain 


The period in question is settled thus: 
The net value of the policy when the pre- 
mium becomes due and is not paid shall be 
ascertained according to the “combined 
experience” or “actuaries’” ratio of mor- 
tality with four per cent. interest per an- 
num. After deducting from such net value 


(these notes, if given for premiums, to be 
then canceled), four-fiiths of what remains 
shall be considered as a net single pre- 
mium of temporary insurance, and 
the term for which it will insure 
shall be determined according to 
the age of the party and the assumption 
of mortality anddnterest aforesaid. If the 
death of the insured party takes place 


covered by the value of the policy, as de- 
termined in the previous section, and, if 
no other condition of the insurance than 
the payment of premium has been violated 
by the insured, the company shall pay the 
amount of the policy, just as if there had 
been no lapse of premium, anything in the 
policy to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The principal life insurance offices of the 
country being in New York, the proposed 
measure is certainly one of great import- 
ance, and it is said to be likely to becomea 
law either in its present or in a modified 
form. We have made no such investiza- 
tfon as might enable us to pronounce an en- 
lightened opinion as to its justice or its in- 
justice. All life insurance companies have 
always had a large source of income from 
forfeited and lapsed policies, and, whether 
they can orcannot, without such income, 
insure lives upon terms as advantageous as 
now prevall, we are not informed. Cer-
